COURT AND FASHIONABLES.

The Royal yacht arrived on Monday evening at Dover, 
from Calais, with the Duke of Castnatose and his bride, 
the Princess of Hesse. Their Royal Highnesses reached 

Faondon on Tuesday. ‘They hed a rough passage, and 
the Duchess was much indisposed, ‘They arrived at Cam- 
bridge-house a little before six, and were received with 
acclamations by a large assemblage of spectators, ‘The 
Landgrave of eae Picea (the father of the Duchess) 
arrived at the same time, and was accommodated with a 
neighbouring house in South Andley-street. The Duchess 
(according to the papers) appears to be about 22 or 23 
vars of age, five feet six or seven inches in height, and of 
a most elegant fignre ; her countenance rather pale, but 
prepossessing, with dark eyes and hair, She was dressed 
jn white, with a purple peliase and scarf, and a small straw 
lonnet with white ostrich feathers. Per tout ensemb'e was 
highly interesting. The father of the Ducliess is a vene- 
rable old gentleman, about 70, with a countenance the 
vety pietnre of good nature, and resembles much our late 
visitor, Pratoge: he was heard to say at Dover, * ‘This 
is the proudest day of my life.” 

A-\ittle before two o'clock; on Wednesday, the Dake 
and Duchess arrived at the Queen’s Palace, and the Duke 
introduced his Bride to her Masesty, who received her 
dhinghter-in-law with gteat affection, ‘The Duke and 
Duchess remained with the Queen till near five o'clock, 
when they went to Carlion-lwuse, where they remained 
ahout half an hour, On their return through Piccadilly, | 
their carriage had nearly broken down, by the dropping 
-out of o screw belonging to one of the wheels. The 
Duke and Duchess got out, and accepted the offer of a 
gentleman's carriage which was passing, in which they 
were conveyed to Cambridge-house. 

Review.—Tuesday being the day appointed for the

TRIAL OF MR. WAKEFIELD FOR MURDER. 
— 

{The Chester paper, hy some accident, did not reach ua, which 
containe! the Trial of Mr. Wakefield at the late Assizes theres 
we have hal since an acconut pot into our hands, and as the 
case ix a singular one, and has caused mich talk, we give from 
it the following particulars :— . 

Cresrer, Apert 3.—John Waksfeld, gentleman, of Winning- 
ton, was put to the bear, charged with the wilfal murder of 
Richard Maddock, by stabbing him with a dagger.—It appeared 
that Mr. Wakefield resided at Winniueton, near Northwich, 
with two female seryouts, Elizaheth Woodward and Martha 
Bradbury. Elizabeth Woodward was courted by the deceased, 
which displeased Mr. Wakefield, who remonstrated with the 
girl, He told her, that ifhe saw the deceased about the honse, be 
would shoot hiv s and he wished her to go with him to London, 
where, he said, he wonld keep hee like a lady. The girl how. 
ever continued her connexion with Maddock, and having cone 
to the weke, she was reteraing home at Tl at wight, escorted by 
him, when Mr. Wakefield rushed out of the plantation near the 
house with a dagger iu bia hand, and collared the deceased, 
when a strogele took place, aud Maddock fell down, Wher he 
got up, Mr. Wekefield insisted on his going wit bim to the 
house, which Mackdock refased, bet at length consented to go 
with himto the town. He hal then the dagger ti lis hand, 
wich he held to the deceased’s brenst, soyiug, * If you molest, 
Pi stab you.” Maddock said, * don’t threttle me, Mr. Wake 
field.” The girl said, that after thix, Ma-idock got loose aud 
ran away, followed by Mr. Wakefield, whea she ran home as 
faxt as she conid, In about five mivutes her master came home, 
aud said'to her, “what should you hive thought, if T had 
stabbed him ?”—She replied, * you durst not do its; he was not 
come to do you any harm.”——The family thea went to bed ; but 
they were reused at half-past one, by a mub, who surrounded 
the house, making a great clamour tor the appearance of Mr. 
Waketiclil, aho world aot for rome tinte surrender himeelf, bus 
kuockedl two men offfthe ladder, who had mountéd to hi« hed- 
chamber window, ‘The body of Maddock had beeu found about 
120 yards from the houses cold and lifeless ¢-and medical men 
proved that he lad been stabbed to the heart with a thrececore 
nered instrament.—Mr. Waketield, ia bis defence, saidy that on 
the eveuing in question (the 8th of September), hearing voices 
aud footsteps on the grounds, he took a sword-stick and sallied 
ont, imagining thet thieves were on the premises. The nighe 
wax dark. (ietting to the gate as the persous were coming up, 
he seized the man by the collar, insisting that he should go with 
him to the house, to see who he was. He resisted, #track him 
several times, and twisted his neckeloth about his threat almost 
to suffocation, so that he cried oat for help. © The man then dis- 
engaged himself and disappeared. Mr, Wakefield concluded by 
solemnly declaring, that he never went beyond the gate, and 
that he returned home to bed utterly enconscious that the man 
had suffered more than himself.—A witness declared, that the 
deceased had been seen at the wake in the afiernoon intoxicated, 
and offering to fight any body.—Several of the cleray.and geutry 
gave Mr. Wakefield « high character for hunavity, and wn in- 
stance was stated of his having rescued a poor boy fro a brine 
rit at the hazard of his own life.—The Carer-Jugrice (Mr Ser- 
jeant Best), in his charge to the Jary, after laying down the law 
in stich cases, noticed the proposal of the pritoner.ia Elizabeth 
Weodward—his “apparent jealousy—his illegally attempting to 
force the decensed ito his house—and paniicularly the prisoner's 
previous threat and subsesuentquestion when he remined home, 
* What should you have thought, if I had stabhed him?”—He 
alluded, on the other hand, to the prisoner's eailing oat for the 
Constable during the scuffle, which, he said, was certainly 
not the act of a may about to commit a murder. ‘Thee 
was no evidence, lie observed, to show-that the deceased 
had siruck the Prisoner, as (he latter alleged: he returned teu 
without any marks of violence, and ra no complaint of the 
kinds Ifthe Prisoner, onder the influence of jealousy, 2 the 
wound which censed the decensed’s death, it was clear y mur 
ler.
